On 27/28-December, 2012, on a specific information, a joint operation by Police, 182 Bn of CRPF and 55 RR was 
launched in village Chandgam Pulwama. During search operation presence of two terrorists was confirmed in the house of 
one Bashir Ahmed Kar S/o Gh Ahmed Kar Rio Chandgam Pulwama. In the first instance, the cordon around the said Mohalla 
was tightened and all the civilians were evacuated from the Mohalla as well as from the target house. The terrorists hiding in 
the house were repeatedly asked to surrender during whole night which they ignored. In the wee hours of next morning, the 
terrorists were again asked to surrender but they refused and instead lobbed two grenades towards operational parties and 
started indiscriminate firing. The fire was retaliated in self defence and indiscriminate firing started between terrorists and 
security forces, which lasted for about 15 hours. During gun battle one Grenade exploded near the nafri of Police Camp 
Pulwama, who had a narrow escape. Suddenly one of the terrorist came out from the said house with indiscriminate firing 
with the intention to disrupt the cordon and escape from the encounter site. However, the troops retaliated the fire effectively 
and killed him on spot. 

The fire fight with another terrorist continued and at about 1130 hrs the firing from inside the house stopped. The 
troops and Police Party waited for some time and a joint party of SOG Pulwama and 55 RR including 182 CRPF was formed 
for the task to carry out search of said house and found one terrorist dead on the floor. During indiscriminate firing, Head 
Constable Imtiyaz Mohammad of Police Camp Pulwama and Army Officers namely Tanmoy Rath IC-68311M and Captain 
Kapil Mamraj Singh IC-69487K of 55 RR were injured, who were immediately evacuated to Srinagar for further treatment. 
In the entire Operation, Mashkoor Ahmad DySP (OPS) Pulwama and Feroze Ahmed Dy,SP (OPS) of Srinagar alongwith 
ASI Vinod Kumar of SOG Srinagar and Head Constable Imtiyaz Mohammad AP 14 th Bn lead and supervised the team in an 
efficient and diligent manner, which resulted in successful operation.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 31.03.2006 at 8:30 hrs S.I. Hari Prasad Sah, Bhandaria P.S. after receiving intelligence M.C.C Extremists of 
Jharkhand-Chhattisgarh with different arms at Kutku village. Immediately he entered the information in station diary vide 
S.D. No 458 dated 31.03.2006 and informed higher authorities. Thereafter officer in-charge left for village Kutku at 9 hrs 
along with A.S.I. Parmanand Paswan, CT Anand Kishor Osga and the force of C.R.P.F. available at the P.S. 

As soon as the party reached near river Haraiya west of village Kutku the vehicles left there and the police party 
divided into two parts. One party lead by officer in-charge S.I. Hari Prasad Sah and another party lead by A.S.I. Parmanand 
Paswan. The police party reached near the house situated in western side of village kutku when the extremists (M.M.C) 
started indiscriminate firing with an apparent intention to annihilate the police party which endangered the lives of police 
party. SI Sah finding them placed in a precarious situation with no other alternative to fire, in self defense and also in order to 
save the life of the members of the police party and safe-guard the arms/ammunitions. S.I. Sah ordered the police party to 
take position and fire. He himself along with Hav. Pyare Lai begin to go towards extremists and take position and firing from 
AK-47 which hit some of the extremists and they fell down. The extremists about 25-30 in number assembled near the lmli 
tree from where they continued intermittent firing on the police party. In the mean time he directed the another police party 
led by A.S.I. Parmanand Paswan on wireless to advance towards extremists. He himself along with C/Bishnu Patil, CRPF 
and CT Anand Kishore Osga begin to advance forward as a result of which he succeeded in apprehending one of the 
extremist who was in police uniform amids of indiscriminate firing at the risk of life. On the other hand ASI Parmanand 
Paswan along with Hav. Yaspal Singh and Hav. Gulab Chand showed their boldness and courage. He was in police uniform 
and firing with his rifle. Later on the arrested extremist disclosed their identity on interrogations as Surender Bhuihar S/O 
Luxman Bhuihar of Kothli P.S. Shankargarh Distt.-Sarguja Chhattisgarh and Govind Banjari S/O Arjun Banjari of Pathal 
Gaon Shanti Nagar P.S. Pathal Gaon Distt. Chhattisgarh. Both SI Hari Prasad Sah and ASI Parmanand Paswan who led the 
police party are very energetic and bold. They led the police party in chasing the extremists and catch hold of quagmire of 
firing and cross- firing and under the cover of fire the extremists began to escape towards the forest. Thereafter they climbed 
on the top of the mountain and started firing indiscriminately on the police party. Since the extremist had taken position on 
the mountain there was no effect on them from the police firing. Therefore finding no way out Hari Prasad Sah ordered 
Bahadur Singh of CRPF to throw a H.E Bomb and as a result of which the extremists were frightened and fled away into the 
thick forest. They were chased and searched but they could not be located. While retreating the police party saw some stains 
of blood on the way and sign of body to be pulled on and as such it was believed that the extremists had taken some injured 
extremists with them. 

Thereafter on thoroughly search of the P.0 dead body of one extremist was found lying near the house of one 
villager named Anil Kerketta. The dead was identified by the arrested extremist as Parson Turia of Ghugri P.S. Shankargarh, 
Distt. Sarguja, Chhattisgarh. On the search of deceased Parson Turia, a regular rifle of .315 Bore, a magazine with loaded 
cartridge, a black vindolia bound with the waist having 75 live cartridges of .315 Bore. With arrested extremist Surendar 
Bhuihar a police rifle no. TD 3527 of .303 Bore with the magazine. A vindolia bound with the waist having 68 live cartridges 
of .303 Bore, 02 cartridges of .303 Bore loaded in the magazine of rifle. A country made pistol of .315 Bore loaded with 
cartridge from waist. With Govind Banjari a regular rifle of .315 bearing rifle no. 04-4420 with a loaded magazine. A 
bandolia bound with the waist having 64 live cartridges of .315 Bore. On the search of P.O other arms/ammunitions and 
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articles also found (01) A country made rifle of .315 Bore with magazine. (02) 4 bandolia having 102 live cartridges of 7.62 
mm. (03) 23 live cartridge of 202 Bore. (04) 70 live cartridge of .315 Bore. (05) 12 back hanger bags having articles of daily 
use of the extremists. The arms/ammunitions and other items found in the P.O were seized by the police. The police party 
reached the police station safely along with recovered dead bodies and seized materials and registered an F.I.R. 

Summing up the above facts and circumstances emerging out of each moment of the unforgettable encounter lasted 
for many hrs. (From 12:30 to 18:00). The nominees showed a rare sense of courage coupled with unbridled devotion of duty. 
SI Sah took timely action reached the place of occurrence with force and faced the grim situation with all grit and patience. 
His performance was extra-ordinary persuasive, spectacularly gallant and high order. He was actively supported by ASI 
Parmanand Paswan who was being the leader of police party. So did CT Anand Kishor Osga. This encounter was successful 
with the support of CRPF jawans as well as police of Garhwa district. 

In this encounter S/Shri Hari Prasad Sah, Sub Inspector, Parmanand Paswan, Assistant Sub Inspector and Anand 
Kishor Osga, Constable displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On 27.04.2010 an outstanding piece of work has occurred due to a joint operation of Fatehar District Police and 2 
platoons CRPF of 134 Battalion which is led by Sub Divisional Police Officer Barwadih Sri Ashwini Kumar Sinha and duly 
supported by Insp/GD Roop Chand of CRPF. On 27.04.2010 under the leadership of SDPO Barwadih Sri Ashwini Kumar 
Sinha a police party consisting of OC Garu ST Siyasaran Prasad, body guard/reserved guard of Barwadih SDPO, Cl/GD 
Roop Chand Bhardwaj, SI/GD Ved Singh, 40 Armed constable of 134 Bn CRPF proceeded for night area domination from 
Garu Police Station. When this Police party reached village Fadi at 07:45 PM, CPI Maoists party started firing upon the 
police party. The CPI Maoists party had taken prior position near the house of one Kameshwar Singh of Fadi and that party 
started firing heavily upon the moving police party from South-West direction. The Police party immediately took position 
under the available morchas and covers and alerted the extremists party, "Stop firing, surrender before us, we are police 
personnel". But the Maoists did not heed the alert, instead they intensified their firing. Finding no option to protect their lives 
and arms, police-party started firing in retaliation. SDPO Barwadih Sri Ashwini Kumar Sinha led from the front, showing 
outstanding piece of gallant action, wit and courage. SDPO Barwadih was well supported by the Const. Praveen Kumar Jha 
with his bravery. It was night and complete darkness was prevailing all over. In this odd and difficult situation police party 
fought with the extremists for approx one hour under the brave and inspiring leadership of SDPO Barwadih Sri Ashwini 
Kumar Sinha. Sensing the inevitable defeat, CPI Maoists started receding but continued firing at the police party. At last due 
to growing police pressure extremist's party fled away under the cover of Jungle and darkness. When the encounter was over, 
area search operation was started by the police party. During the search operation one CPI Maoists in black uniform with 
bandolier was found dead in South-West direction of the house of Kameshwar Singh. Besides that Maoist dead body one 
.303 rifle and one haversack was found. In the bandolier 81 rounds live cartridges were found. In the haversack old naxal 
copies and other provisions and items of daily use were recovered. The police party conducted the procedure of search and 
seizure before the independent witnesses, Bishram Singh S/o Kameshwar Singh R/o Fadi PS: Barwadih and Jagni Devi W/o 
Ram Avtar Singh R/o Surkumi PS Garu. In this fearsome encounter which took place between police and Maoists party in 
the night at village Fadi PS: Barwadih, Distt: Fatehar, the leader of the police party Dy. SP Ashwini Kumar Sinha has shown 
great leadership, wit and unparalleled bravery and gallant act which inspired the other police officers and constables to give a 
befitting reply to the extremists. SDPO Barwadih Dy SP Ashwini Kumar Sinha without thinking of his precious life plunged 
himself into the deep trouble to retaliate the targeted and heavy firing of CPI Maoists which shows his extraordinary bravery 
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and outstanding piece of gallantry leading to fizzle out the nefarious designs of extremists. Const. Praveen Kumar Jha has 
also shown exemplary piece of gallant action and duly supported the SDPO to fight the naxals. In this encounter Inspr/GD 
Roop Chand Bhardwaj had given full support to the leader, in result Ct/GD Satyendra Kumar Singh and CT/GD Anil Kumar 
of CRPF 134 Bn. also fought bravely and courageously. This encounter is an outstanding piece of work which will become a 
milestone in the downfall of naxal activities. This encounter has boosted the confidence of the police. 

Regarding this incident (encounter) an FIR Barwadih PS case No 26/10 dated 27.04.10 U/S- 
147/148/149/307/353/121 IPC, 25(l-b)A/27 Arms Act, 17 CLA Act 10/13 UAPA has been lodged.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

Two platoons of E/133 Bn. under command Miss Maya Rani, Assistant Commandant along with civil police 
component led by Ghagra P.S Officer-in-Charge Ramdayal Munda and ASI Ashish Rr. Choudhary were on area domination 
duty in the interiors of P.S. Ghagra since 07:00 hours on 07/04/2009. The party had traversed the cross-country route and 
reached the hillock of the village Jilingsera and Tanbil toli. At about 14:45 hours when party was coming down from the hills 
to village Jilingsera it came across, the scout of naxals group who were on Motor cycles. The scout personnel led by HC/GD 
K.D. Dev and Force HC/GD Bipul Chetia, SI, Ram Dayal Mupda and ASI Ashish Kr. Choudhary Distt. Police challenged 
them. Instantly police scout was fired upon by the naxals from automatic weapons. HC/GD K.D. Dev and Force HC/GD 
Bipul Chetia CT/GD Raushan Ali, SI, Ram Dayal Munda and ASI Ashish Kr. Choudhary Distt. Police immediately who 
were leading scout showed great tactical skills and taking proper cover retaliated the fire. In the meanwhile naxals left the 
motor cycles and started moving towards the jungle while firing on troops. Soon heavy exchange of fire between troops and 
extremists who were about 30 in number ensued. In an hour long close gun battle police troops fired H.E. Bombs and Rifle 
grenades. Meanwhile on getting information, QRT/133 under command Shri Pramod Kumar D.C (ops) along with S.P Gumla 
Shri Upendra Singh rushed to the spot. After the encounter was over the area was searched and two dead bodies of extremists 
later identified as Sanjay Oraon, Area Commander of PFFI group, R/o Hisir, PS Bihanpur, Distt. Gumla and Birsa Oraon, 
R/o Palkot, PS Palkot, Distt. Gumla were recovered. One alive extremist Santosh Kerketta, Aged-14 yrs, S/o Sukhdev 
Kerketta, R/o Salgi, P.S. Ghagra, Distt. Gumla was apprehended and two weapons were recovered. Rest of the extremists 
fled through the adjoining rivulet covered with thick forest. However it is expected that few other extremists have been 
injured. The killed and apprehended are from the PFFI faction of Maoist earlier known as JET. In the whole operation force 
HC/GD K. D. Dev, HC/GD Bipul Chetia, CT/GD Raushan Ali, SI Ram Dayal Munda and ASI Ashish Kr.Choudhary Distt. 
Police exhibited exemplary bravery sheer determination and were in the actual battle field who fired and whose swiftness of 
action risking their own lives resulted in killing of the extremists. After search of the area in addition to dead bodies of killed 
extremists and weapons following items were recovered:-One 9 mm Carbine with sling, Carbine magazine-One, 9 mm pistol 
(Made in USA)-One, 9 mm magazine-One, 9mm live Rounds-Eleven Nos., Mobile sets with Sim card- Three Nos. (One 
Reliance and Two Nokia), O.G. hand Bag-one Bandolier O.G-One, Sim Card-Nine Nos., PFFI pamphlet-one, Motor Cycle- 
Two Nos without Number plate (One Bajaj discover and one 125 CC Bajaj), INSAS, pull through-one and one Purse. 

In the follow up incident dated 07/04/2009 an operation was planned by S.P. Gumla Upendra Singh and 
Shri Pramod Kumar, D.C (ops)/133 to cordon and search the area of Jilingsera jungle. As per operational plan two platoons 
of El 133 under command Miss Maya Rani, Assistant Commandant QRT/133 under command Pramod Kumar, D.C (ops) and 
civil police component of P.S Ghagra under command officer-in-charge P.S Ghagra left for cordon and search in the jungle 
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of Jilingsera, the site of 07/04/2009 encounter. During combing of 07/04/2009 encounter site in jungle North of village 
Jilingsera one dead body of one extremist later identified as that of Sonu Munda alias Daya Munda, Aged-19/20 yrs, S/o Late 
Devgan Munda, R/o Salgi Duriatoli, P.S. Ghagra, Distt- Gumla who had managed to escape during 07/04/2009 encounter 
with his associate Vimal Lakra was found. Further search resulted in recovery of one Hero-Honda Motor Cycle lying behind 
a large boulder. 

In the whole operation the HC/GD K.D. Dev force HC/GD Bipul Chetia and Force CT/GD Raushan Ali, SI, Ram 
Dayal Munda and ASI, Ashish Kr. Choudhary Distt. Police have also exhibited grit and swiftness of action risking their own 
life was outstanding in which they not only killed three dreaded extremist but have considerably dented the morale of the 
PLFI faction of Maoist earlier known as JLT activists. 

Recoveries Made:- One 9mm Carbine with sling, Carbine magazine. One 9mm Pistol (Made in USA), One 9mm 
Magazine, One 9mm live Rounds-Eleven Nos., Mobile sets with Sim card etc. 

In this encounter Shri Ashish Kumar Choudhary, Assistant Sub Inspector displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On the night of 27/12/2012 at around 2300 hrs Shri Santosh Kumar Singh, Asst. Comdt. received an information 
from SOG Pulwama about the presence of some militants in village Chandgaon in Distt. Pulwama. He immediately conveyed 
this to Shri Amit Kumar Singh, Commandant 182 Bn, CRPF, and on his directions reached on the spot with two platoons of 
F/182 Bn, CRPF. Shri Amit Kumar Singh, Commandant, too, acted promptly and left for the village with his Quick Action 
Team. 

After reaching the village, Shri Amit Kumar Singh tactically analyzed the village and ordered the cordon of 4-5 
suspected houses in surreptitious manner so as to zero on the target house. The village has a treacherous terrain with a cluster 
of houses on one hand and uneven hilly terrain on the other, posing twin risks of guerilla attack on the SFs and also the 
probability of collateral damage. As the cordon was being laid, Shri Amit Kumar Singh spotted a person trying to sneak out 
from one of the houses. Without losing any time he pounced and nabbed him bravely without caring for the threat of life 
which that person could have posed. On being interrogated, he identified himself as Dr. Bashir Ahmed, a dentist by 
profession, and reluctantly revealed that two dreaded LeT militants were hiding inside his house. Immediately, Shri Amit 
Kumar Singh, laid siege around the target house and called Shri Hemant Kumar Sharma, Asstt. Comdt. 182 Bn and SOG 
Litter to strengthen the cordon. He along with Shri Santosh Kumar Singh, Asst. Comdt and CT/GD Partha Barman tactically 
positioned himself on the main entrance of the compound wall of the target house so as to monitor the movement of militants 
and tactically issue effective fire control order. As the weather conditions were hostile and pitch darkness engulfed the target 
house, it was decided to launch an assault in the wee hours of morning. 

Meanwhile, at around 0200 hrs on 28/12/2012, the troops of 55 RR under the command of Major Tanmoy Rath also 
reached at the spot, who after being briefed by Shri Amit Kumar Singh, Commandant took their positions in the adjoining 
houses. At about 0215 hrs, militants who by then had come to know about being cornered, lobbed a grenade followed by 
indiscriminate fire towards the main entrance of compound wall in a bid to escape under cover of darkness. But Shri Amit 
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Kumar Singh, Shri Santosh Kumar Singh and CT/GD Partha Barman who were positioned there immediately fired back at 
the militants. A grenade exploded barely 10 feets away from the above personnel causing splinter bruises to them, however, 
this did not deter them and they held their ground. Failing in the bid to escape by the fierce retaliation of the troops the 
militant went back inside the house and started shouting pro-freedom slogans in local dialect and opened indiscriminate fire 
towards the gate. Shri Amit Kumar Singh at this moment took the lead and alongwith Shri Santosh Kumar Singh and CT/GD 
Partha Barman, crawled to some distance, came out of the cover and retaliated the fire courageously without caring of their 
lives. The fierce gun-fight lasted for around an hour after which the firing from inside the house stopped. During the fierce 
gun battle Shri Amit Kumar Singh,Sheri Santosh Kumar Singh and CT/GD Partha Barman displayed utmost disregard to 
their personal life and safety, faced the onslaught of the militants bravely and did not give them any chance to escape or 
inflict casualties on Security Forces. At the first light, at around 0700 hrs, as the troops were getting ready to enter the house 
and launch a final assault, Shri Amit Kumar Singh spotted a militant rushing out the target house raining volley of bullets 
towards them. Shri Amit Kumar Singh immediately jumped and pushed Shri Santosh Kumar Singh and CT/GD Partha 
Barman to ground, as the bullets just whizzed past them, and the three fired back at the militant and gunned him down. 
Another militant who was inside the hide out was still firing at the troops by frequently changing his position. Shri Amit 
Kumar Singh, Shri Santosh Kumar Singh and CT/GD Partha Barman alongwith assault team formed, crawled their way to 
the proximity of the target house and fired fiercely in the direction of approaching fire from a close range, defying all the 
safety odds, thus neutralizing the militant. 

The assault team further carried out room intervention under great threat to their lives and recovered the two dead 
bodies of the militants alongwith their weapons. 

The slain militants were identified as:- 

i) Imtiyaz Ahmed Teli (Area Commander of LeT outfit, category A+) aged about 25 years son of Gulam Rasool 
R/O Pettipora, District - Pulwama (J&K) 

ii) Mohammad Amir Bhat ( LeT outfit) R/O village Handew, DisttSophian (J&K) 

This daunting operation under the able aegis of Shri Amit Kumar Singh, Commandant, thwarted and busted the 
dreaded LeT module.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

On 13-03-2013, F Company of 73 Bn, CRPF was earmarked for deployment in the area of Police Post Bernina, 
Srinagar (J&K) in view of Bandh call given by Muslim Mushawrat Majlis (MMM). Troops including unarmed law and order 
component were kept reserve in the ground of J&K Police Public School, Bernina for further deployment. In the corner of the 
ground, on highway, one Section of 44 Bn had laid Naka at Bernina Chowk, Srinagar in which HC/GD Awadheshpal Singh, 
Ct/GD Arup Barua, Ct/GD Hem Chandra Medhi and CT/GD Saurabh Chhetri were on duty from 0700 Hrs to 1300 Hrs. 
Around 35 -40 children / youth were present in the ground and getting ready to play a cricket match. At about 1045 Hrs, two 
fidayeens taking advantage of the crowd entered the ground in the guise of players. To accomplish their ill intention, they 
took out their weapons and grenades hidden inside their cricket kit bags and started indiscriminate fire at the troops waiting in 
the ground. The unarmed law and order component of the company found itself helpless with no cover nearby. ASI/GD 
Awadh Bihari Singh seeing his troops helpless and falling prey to intense fire of fidayeens decided to counter-attack without 
caring for his own life. He immediately manoeuvred and positioned himself between the terrorists firing at the unarmed 
troops and retaliated with firing. His bold and daring attempt forced the fidayeens to direct their fire towards ASI/GD Awadh 
Bihari Singh thereby enabling the trapped troops to take cover. Though, ASI/GD Awadh Bihari Singh fought courageously 
with fidayeens but in this effort of saving the lives of his compatriots the bullets of fidayeens hit him and he attained 
martyrdom. 

The troops stationed at nearby Naka fired back at them. The fidayeens on receiving the fire from Naka, fired back 
UBGLs at the morcha from where the Naka party was firing. HC/GD Awadheshpal Singh, CT/GD Arup Barua, CT/GD Hem 
Chandra Medhi and Ct/GD Saurabh Chhetri who were inside the morcha came under intense fire with bullets and grenades 
hitting all over the walls of Morcha. HC/GD Awadheshpal Singh realizing that they have holed-up inside the Morcha and it 
was impossible to retaliate and neutralize the fidayeens, ordered his troops to move out and crawl to different locations for a 
multi-directional attack. Soon the four daredevils crawled out of Morcha with bullets thudding the ground all around and 
moved along a drain to take positions at different points for further launching a concerted attack. After crawling to a distance 
under a hail of bullets, the four launched a concerted counter fire and neutralized one of the fidayeen. Seeing the fate of his 
buddy, the second fidayeen withdrew and started moving towards the hostel building of the school. Meanwhile, hearing the 
sound of firing of guns and explosion of grenades, Shri Suresh Kumar 2-1/C, of 73 Bn reached the spot with his escort. 
Immediately, he assessed the situation and moved towards the second fidayeen in his bulletproof vehicle. The fidayeen fired 
and lobbed grenades at his vehicle which resulted in puncturing of his vehicle tyre but without caring for it Shri Suresh 
Kumar 2-I/C kept moving on punctured vehicle and engaged the fidayeen. At that point of time, the only thing he had in his 
mind was to stop the movement of fidayeen into the hostel as it would result in civilian casualties or a hostage like situation. 
In this pursuit he even came in between the cross-fire of fidayeen and Naka troops but that too did not deter him. Despite 
heavy firing and shelling, he engaged the fidayeen and after a fierce close quarter gun fight neutralized him. 

Due to the concerted engagement and accurate firing by the security forces under close supervision of Shri. Suresh 
Kumar, 2-I/C, both the fidayeens were neutralized. In the face of grave danger, the team of CRPF personnel maintained their 
cool and did not resort to panic fire thereby ruling out collateral damage. Due to the brave, courageous and gallant action of 
Shri Suresh Kumar, 2-I/C, ASI/GD Awadh Bihari Singh of 73 Bn, HC/GD Awadheshpal Singh, Ct/GD Arup Barua, Ct/GD 
Hem Chandra Medhi and Ct/GD Saurabh Chhetri of 44 Bn, both the fidayeens namely Haider and Saif of Pakistan could be 
neutralised and number of precious lives of school children, teachers and other civilians apart from CRPF troops could be 
saved. The entire operation concluded within 15-20 minutes, which is a great success for CRPF in the history of such 
Fidayeens attacks.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded 

Charlie company of 134 Bn. CRPF was deployed in the worst Maoist affected district i.e. Latehar of Jharkhand State 
and tasked to conduct Anti-Maoist operations in the areas falling under Police Stations Garu and Barwadih of latehar district. 
Based on a general information that Maoist visit the villages located on the fringes of jungle during dusk to collect food and 
hold meeting, a patrol comprising two platoons of C/134 Bn under command of Insp/GD Roop Chand alongwith state police 
components comprising of Shri Aswani Kumar, SDPO, Barwadih, SI Siya Saran Prasad, SHO, PS-Garu and ten other state 
police personnel moved out for conducting operation in the evening of 27/04/2010. Insp/GD Roop Chand, the Company 
Commander along with his QAT was leading the troops from the front. As a strategy, the village to be entered was first kept 
under surveillance from a strategic distance for some time to notice any suspicious movement/activity and then the troops 
would move in for search. In the course, as troops were observing the village Ladi (PS-Barwadih, Distt-Latehar) with the 
help of Night Vision Device, they noticed some movement inside the village. As it had become dark it was not getting clear 
as to whether it was a movement of armed maoist or innocent civilians. Taking precaution and getting ready for any 
eventuality, Insp/GD Roop Chand alerted his troops and ordered them to take tactical positions while he himself got engulfed 
in planning the future course of action. He divided his troops into two groups and ordered one of them to cover the village 
from east side while he will lead the second group and enter the village from west side i.e. from jungle side. As Insp/GD 
Roop Chand alongwith two QAT personnel namely CT/GD Satender Singh and CT/GD Anil Kumar Singh forming scouts 
were tactically advancing towards the village with the help of NVD, they ascertained the presence of atleast one Maoist with 
gun near a house. Taking him to be a sentry, Insp/GD Roop Chand alongwith CT/GD Satender Singh and CT/GD Anil 
Kumar Singh, tactically crawled towards him with the aim of overpowering/neutralizing him. They were barely 20 meters 
away from their target, when the Sentry got the whiff of the unwanted movement. He immediately opened fire at the 
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advancing troops and ran behind the wall of the house for taking cover. Insp/GD Roop Chand, CT/GD Satender Singh and 
CT/GD Anil Kumar Singh had a narrow escape but instead of getting numbed by this life threatening situation, they held 
their nerves and fired back at the fleeing maoist. On hearing the sound of fire, the other Maoists who were present nearby 
took positions and started indiscriminate fire from south west direction. Insp/GD Roop Chand along with his troops 
immediately took position under the minimal available covers and returned the fire. The intense fire from the Maoists was 
hindering the efforts of the troops to make an advance and neutralize the Maoists. Moreover due to darkness and thick 
vegetation all around, the exact location of the hiding Maoists was not getting confirmed. Feeling the constraint, Insp/GD 
Roop Chand decided to first neutralize the Maoist who had moved behind the wall and was still firing from there. He took 
along CT/GD Satender Singh and CT/GD Anil Kumar Singh and the three crawled to their left under intense fire and flying 
bullets. After gaining a different angle they could make out the location of the maoist and with their aimed and accurate fire 
neutralized him. After opening a second front of the battle, the three made advance from North direction and opened heavy 
fire at the Maoists. Facing the fire from two directions and fearing to be overpowered by the security force, the Maoist fled 
deep into the jungle taking advantage of darkness, terrain and dense forest. After the encounter, the area was searched during 
which one dead body of a maoist along with his personal weapon (.303 Rifle), 81 Nos live rounds with charger and other 
miscellaneous items were recovered. 

The act of Insp/GD Roop Chand, CT/GD Satender Singh and CT/GD Anil Kumar speaks volume of their tactical 
acumen, patience, perseverance and effective leadership qualities. The bravery and tactical brilliance which they displayed 
during the operation was enviable and exemplary. Their sheer initiative had not only neutralized the Maoist but had also lent 
credible confidence in other troops who ultimately compelled the other Maoists to retreat and flee in the forest. 

In this encounter S/Shri Roop Chand, Inspector, Satender Singh, Constable and Anil Kumar, Constable displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

RESOFUTION 

No.6/18/2016-TUFS.—The Amended Technology Upgradation Fund Scheme (ATUFS) was notified vide 
Resolution No. 6/5/2015-TUFS dated 13.01.2016. The Guidelines of ATUFS have been issued vide Resolution No. 
6/5/2015 - TUFS dated 29.02.2016. Financial and operational parameters and implementation mechanism for ATUFS 
during its implementation period from 13.01.2016 to 31.03.2022 are laid down in the said Guidelines. 

2. The Ministry notified the Scheme for Production and Employment Finked Support for Garmenting Units 
(SPEFSGU) under ATUFS to incentivise production and employment generation in the garmenting sector vide Resolution 
of even number dated 25 th July, 2016. Under SPEFSGU, the additional incentive of 10% will be provided to the 
garmenting units which would be availing the 15% Capital Investment Subsidy (CIS) under ATUFS for the installation of 
benchmarked eligible machinery. The cap on capital investment subsidy for the eligible machines in the garmenting units 
has, therefore, been enhanced from Rs. 30 crore which was the cap under ATUFS, to Rs. 50 crore. This additional subsidy 
of 10% will be on achievement of the projected production and employment generation, as stated by the unit in the 
Detailed Project Report (DPR). The SPEFSGU has come into effect from 13.01.2016 till 31.03.2019. 

3. The Government has further approved reforms inter alia to boost Employment Generation and Exports in the 
Made-Ups Sector to provide production incentive through enhanced TUFS subsidy for made-ups similar to what is 
provided to garmenting unit based on additional production and employment under SPEFSGU. An additional subsidy of 
10% will also be provided to the made-ups units enhancing the cap to Rs. 50 crore on the lines of SPEFSGU under 
ATUFS based on achievement of the projected production and employment as given in the Detailed Project Report (DPR). 
The additional subsidy will be disbursed after a period of three years. This will be based on a verification mechanism 
linked to production volume, employment and turnover. The Scheme will come into effect from 13.01.2016 till 
31.03.2019. 

1. OBJECTIVE : 

To boost employment generation and exports in the made-ups sector, the Government would provide an additional 10% 
Capital Investment Subsidy (CIS) for made-ups units who have availed 15% CIS benefit under ATUFS based on the 
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achievement of projected production and employment after a period of 3 years. The period of 3 years will be counted from 
the date of release of ATUFS subsidy to the unit. 

2. GENERAL ELIGIBILITY CONDITIONS 

The made-ups units who have availed 15% CIS under ATUFS and fulfill the achievement of the production and 
employment generation after three years period as given below are only eligible for additional 10% CIS under the scheme: 

(i) The production of made-ups made during the last 3 years is equal to or more than the expected production as per 
DPR and norms under GR (in accordance with the ratio given in the DPR subject to minimum investment to 
turnover ratio of 1:5). 

(ii) The employment generation shall be in accordance with the employment figures given in the DPR subject to the 
minimum of the industry norm of 60 jobs per one crore rupees of investment (single shift working). 

The additional subsidy shall be disbursed only after achieving the above two conditions at the end of the three years 
period. 

3 NORMS FOR ELIGIBLE SUBSIDY 

3.1 Every eligible made-ups unit which has availed 15% benefit under ATUFS will be paid an additional 10% Capital 
Investment Subsidy (CIS) on the eligible investment upto an additional maximum cap of Rs.20 crores. Thus, the total cap 
on subsidy for such a unit is enhanced under ATUFS from Rs. 30 crores to Rs. 50 crores (Rs.30 crores for 15% CIS and 
Rs.20 crores for additional 10% CIS respectively). This additional subsidy will be disbursed after a period of 3 years. This 
will be based on a verification mechanism linked to production volume, employment and turnover. The parameters for 
operationalizing the scheme will be as follows: 

3.1.1 The production of the made-ups unit shall be in accordance with the ratio given in the DPR subject to minimum 
investment to turnover ratio of 1:5. In case of an existing made-ups unit, the production of the unit shall be in accordance 
with the ratio given in the DPR subject to minimum additional investment to additional turnover ratio of 1:5. 

3.1.2 The employment generation shall be in accordance with the employment figures given in the DPR subject to a 
minimum of the industry norm of 60 jobs per one crore rupees of investment. 

3. 2 Under ATUFS, there is a Joint Inspection Team (JIT) mechanism for assessing and certifying the eligibility and 
eligible subsidy amount. The JIT verifies the machines installed under ATUFS. This mechanism will be utilised to assess 
the employment and production figures furnished by the units in Format -A. 

4. BUDGET ALLOCATION 

Funds for meeting additional CIS for made-ups units will be provided for in the ATUFS budget in the respective 

years. 

5. OPERATIONAL PARAMETERS 

5.1 The applicants will upload the production and employment details along with their claim form and declaration as 
at Format-A for additional 10% CIS. 

5.2 The JIT will verify the details and submit report in the format prescribed as at Format-B to the Textile 
Commissioner through the i-ATUFS software. 

5.3 After examining the report of JIT, the Textile Commissioner will submit claim through the i-ATUFS software to the 
Ministry of Textiles for release of eligible subsidy. 

5.4 All other conditions including the implementation mechanism, the monitoring mechanism, the safeguards against 
mis-utilisation, the grievance redressal mechanism, the amendment of guidelines etc., continue to remain the same as per 
guidelines of ATUFS to the extent applicable.

2. Functions of the Samiti 

The functions of this Samiti will be to render advice to the Ministry of Coal and its subordinate offices / 
Autonomous bodies / Companies according to the policies formulated by the Kendriya Hindi Samiti and Dept, of Official 
Language, Ministry of Home Affairs relating to use of Hindi for official purpose. 

3. Tenure 

The term of Samiti will be ordinarily three years from the date of its constitution, provided that:- 

(i) A member of Parliament nominated to the Samiti shall cease to be the member of the Samiti as soon as he ceases to 
be member of Parliament; 
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(ii) Ex-officio Members of the Samiti shall continue to be members as long as they hold office by virtue of which they 
are the members of the Samiti ; 

(iii) If a vacancy arises in the Samiti due to death or resignation from the membership of the Samiti by any member, the 
member so appointed against that vacancy, shall hold office for the residual term of the three years; and 

(iv) In special circumstances, the tenure of the Samiti may be curtailed or enhanced by the Ministry Of Coal. 

4. General 

(i) The Headquarters of the Samiti will be at New Delhi but it may hold its meetings out of its headquarters at any other 
place also. 

(ii) The Non- official members (except Members of the Parliament) will be given travelling allowance and daily 
allowance for attending the meetings of the Samiti as per guidelines contained in O.M. No. II/22034/04/86-O.L. 
(Imp.-2) dated 22 nd January 1987 and rules and rates as amended from time to time by the Govt. Of India. 

(iii) Members of Parliament, who have participated in the Hindi Salahkar Samiti as a non-official member, will be 
entitled to get travelling/daily allowance as per THE SALARY, ALLOWANCES AND PENSION OF MEMBERS 
OF PARLIAMENT ACT, 1954 AND RULES MADE THEREUNDER. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of this resolution be communicated to all State Governments and Union Territory 
Administrations, President's Secretariat, Vice-President’s Secretariat, Prime Minister’s Office, Cabinet Secretariat, Ministry 
of Parliamentary Affairs, Lok Sabha Secretariat, Rajya Sabha Secretariat, Niti Aayog, Comptroller & Auditor General of 
India, Accountant General of Central Revenues, Committee of Parliament on Official Language and all 
Ministries/Departments of the Government of India and Ministry of Coal and all Companies/ Subordinate offices/ 
Undertakings / Autonomous Bodies under its control.
